Her mother told me, Yeſterday I thought. he 
was expiring: ſhe did not appear like herſelf; 
till ſhe broke out, The goodneſs of God has been 
ſo manifeſted to my ſoul, that I could not ſpeak.

She 
ſaid, * Three nights ago I was in exquiſite pain, 
ſuch as I never felt before: but every pain 
was a lpring to my foul, to lift me up to heaven, 
I could thank him for all, and methought I-would 
not recover 'for the whole world. Indeed the 
love of Jefus ſo raviſhes my ſoul, that I would 
not have one pain leſs than he pleaſes.” Then 
correcting herſelf. ſhe ſaid, © Pain! It cannot be 
called pain: his preſence makes it heaven to me!“ 
One faid, „Ie has brought you through the 
wilderneſs, within ſight of the good land.“ She 
laid, „O yes!
